FAILURE AT GENEVA 
NOW FORLORN HOPE 


Collapse of Disarmament 
Conference There Might 
Revive Coolidge Plan. 


By ALBERT W. FOX. 

President Coolidge’s effort to bring 
about a naval disarmament conference 
between the Washington treaty powers 
at Geneva has now definitely failed, 
according to frank admissions. Rejec- 
tion of the project by France, to be 
followed by similar action by Italy, has 
dissipated the last lingering hope that 
such a conference might materialize in 
the near future. That the plan would 
ultimately fail of fruition was freely 
conceded on all sides, but few expected 
such a speedy snuffing out of the 
proposition. 

Mr. Coolidge himself, according to 
the statement of the White House 
spokesman last Friday, believed it 
would be some time before he received 
official replies from the invited powers. 
There was every expectation that the 
proposal would be carefully studied and 
held in abeyatice until the preparatory 
Gisarmament conference met at Ge- 
neva next month, in case the French 
or Italian government felt reluctant to 
accept. 

The representatives of the nineteen 
nations who will assemble at the 
preparatory Geneva conference on 
March 21 would then have had an op- 
portunity to pass judgment on the 
Coolidge suggestion, and these powers 
would have been in a better position 
than France, or any single power, to 
decide whether or not the American 
plan. would interfere with the main 
work of the disarmament commission. 

Would Have Spared France. 

Diplomats also point out that this 
general conference could. have spared 
France the embarrassment of rejecting 
the Coolidge offer because fourteen of 
the nations are already on record as 
opposing the basic idea of the Presi- 
dent's suggestion, which implies sep- 
arating the problem of naval disarma- 
ment from problems involving the re- 
duction or limitations upon land and 
air forces. As France controlled the 
majority of the powers at Geneva, it 
would have been a simple matter, it is 
indicated, for the French delegation 
to have so manipulated matters that 
the Coolidge proposition would have 
been made the subject of an adverse 
report by the conference acting under 
the auspices of the League of Nations. 
This, it is pointed out, would have 
permitted France and Italy to remain 
in the background and see the Coolidge 
plan checkmated without assuming re- 
sponsibility for the outcome. 

But, instead, France has stepped for- 
ward and frustrated the Coolidge plan 
with so little loss of time that Secre- 
tary of State Kellogg hints that the 
President’s purpose has not even been 
understood. And semiofficial informa- 
tion from Rome states that Italy is 
going to follow the French lead. 
Neither France nor Italy apparently 
shows any reluctance to taking full 
responsibility for bringing teh plan to 
an untimely end. * 

Mr. Kellogg yesterday had no addi- 
tional comment to make, following his 
statement issued Wednesday evening. 
He did say; in answer to inquiry, that 
the United States would of course con- 
tinue to participate in the work of the 
preparatory disarmament commission 
to be resumed next month at Geneva.

Chinese at League Demand 


Note Goes to Secretary General—Capture of Hang- 
chow from Shanghai’s Defenders Is Imminent; 
Uproar in London Commons. 


Geneva, Feb. 16 (By A. P.).— The 
Chinese delegation announced tonight 
that it had sent a note to Sir Eric 
Drummond, secretary general of the 
League of Nations, on instructions from 
the Peking foreign office, demanding 
withdrawal of the British order to send 
troops to China. 

The note included a copy of Peking’s 
earlier protest to Great Brtain against 
the dispatch of the British defense 
force as a violation of the Washington 
agreement and of article 10 of the 
convenant of the league, binding mem- 
bers of the league to protect the ter- 
ritorial integrity and political inde- 
pendence of fellow members. 

The note insisted that the Chinese 
forces were capable of maintaining 
order in Shanghai, asserted that the 
presence of troops would lead to com- 
plications and demanded the with- 
drawal of the order to send troops. 

The Chinese spokesman said that 
Chu Chao-hsin, the Chinese delegate 
to the league, left for Rome after for- 
warding the note, and that he still is 
awaiting instructions whether to pre- 


cipitate a discussion over the British 
dispatch of troops at the league coun- 
cil session on March 7. 

It is Germany’s turn to preside at 
the council, but foreign Minister 
Stresemann, who wants to perfect him- 
self in the English language before 
taking the chair, has not yet an- 
nounced his acceptance. If he declined, 
it will be Great Britain’s term, and 
Foreign Secretary Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain himself may thus preside at a de- 
bate which would be partly directed 
against Great Britain. 

Shanghai, Feb. 16 (By A. P.).—The 
downfall of Hangchow, capital of Che- 
kiang province, and chief outpost of 
Marshal Sun Chuan-Fang, is imminent 
as the result of major defeat suffered 
by his troops on the southern battle 
front.

ed to report to Rear Admiral Latimer 
at Corinto. 

The new orders followed closely those 
to the naval transport Henderson at 
Philadelphia, which will sail today for 
Newport, R. I., to take aboard 800 
bluejackets for duty with the fleet in 
Cuban waters. While the Henderson 
has no orders beyond that at present, 
she is being held available also to 
transport marines from the Quantico 
(Va.) base to southern waters, should 
need for them develop before she sails 
for Cuba. 

Both the tentative arrangements re- 
garding the Henderson and the orders 
attaching an independent aviation unit 
to Admiral Latimer’s forces are de- 
scribed officially as merely precaution- 
ary steps under the administration pol- 
icy of affording protection to Ameri- 
can lives and property in Nicaragua. 
There is little doubt, however, that the 
continued fighting in Nicaragua around 
important towns, such as Matagalpa, 
where there are American and other 
foreign interests, is causing consider- 
able concern here. 

Admiral Latimer is on his way from 
a conference with Dr. Sacasa, liberal 
chieftain, on the east coast, to Corinto, 
and presumably to the -conservative 
capital, Managua. If the State Depart- 
ment has received any word as to prog- 
ress of his efforts toward bringing about 
@ peaceful solution of the Nicaraguan 
crisis through agreement between the 
liberal and conservative leaders, it has 
given no inkling of it.

(MORE DAMAGE S FEARED 


Belgrade, Jugoslavia, Feb. 16 (By A. 
P.).—Earthquake has followed earth- 
quake since the first shocks early Sun- 
day rocked a large, though sparsely 
populated section of Jugoslavia. Latest 
dispatches from the devastated region 
report that a terrific movement of the 
earth’s surface shook down many build- 
ings and killed 91 persons at Ljubinje, 
in the province of Herzegovina yester- 
day. 

This town, along with several others, 
felt the full force of the earth tremors 
on Sunday, scores of residents being 
driven from their homes out into the 
intense cold of the night and streets 
filled with snow. 

Rescuing parties have been dispatch- 
ed to the scene of the destruction, 
which is known to cover a large area 
along the Narenta river, but communi- 
cations have been cut off in almost 
every direction, and the reports reach- 
ing Belgrade are highly conflicting. 
Some tell of the loss of several hun- 
dred lives from the early quakes, while 
others, giving due consideration to the 
impressionable peasants, place the loss 
of life at more than a hundred. 

It is believed the earth movement 
has not yet been completed and may 
do vastly more damage than has al- 
ready been suffered.

Carter Glass, of Virginia, active 
and fiery proponent of the measure 
as it passed the Senate, introduced a 
resolution calling for an investigation 
by the banking and currency commit- 
tee of the Senate of the charge that 
certain banking interests favoring the 
Hull amendments had raised a fund 
of $100,000 to be used for the purpose 
of lobbying and that members of Con- 
gress had been paid to make speeches 
in behalf of these changes. 

Opponents of Measure. 

The resolution, seconded by Senator 
Burton K. Wheeler, of Montana, pro- 
vided it would deal with the activities 
of the American Bankers association 
generally and referred to the commit- 
tee on audit and contingent expenses 
for the necessary authorization of 
funds.

AVIATORS ARE HURT 
BY FALLIN VIRGINIA 
DEAD IN COLLISION 


Marine Plane Plunges 
Into Dense Woods 
as Pilot Faints. 


CRASH, 150 FEET UP, 
FATAL 10 ARMY MEN 


“Machines Meet in Air Near 
san Antonio; Victims Are 
Killed Instantly. 


Fainting from a cause as yet un- 
known, Second Lieut. Jesse Harmon, 
marine corps, while flying a De Havi- 
land plane at 10:45 yesterday morning, 
lost control of it and crashed 500 feet 
into a dense woods a mile west of Oc- 
coquan, Va., with his passenger, First 
| Lieut. Vernon M. Guymon, marine 
corps. Both were seriously injured. 

Harmon suffered concussion of the 
brain and scalp lacerations, and Guy- 
mon a fractured jaw and two fractured 
ribs. Both men were badly shaken and, 
according to Brown field officials last 
night, neither was yet able to explain 
the accident. Harmon had regained con- 
sciousness at the Quantico marine corps 
hospital, but was unable to remember 
anything about the accident. 

Guymon recalled, they said, after 
| taking off from Brown field, they had 
| been in the air about an hour and were 
fiying low when Harmon appeared to 
faint. Before the plane could be righted 
it crashed into the trees.

| Guymon, still conscious, extricated 
| Harmon from the wreckage and carried 
‘him to a nearby road, where, stopping 
a passing automobile, they were driven

altitude at. which he was flying being 
too low to have produced unconscious- 
ness, officers say.

corporation counsel will be appointed 
ata salary of 67,500 a year. 

The bill was amended, however, at 
the instance of Senator Phipps, of 
Colorado, so that the appointive power 
will remain in the hands of the com- 
missioners. As reported out by the com- 
mittee, the appointive power of the 
new office would have been vested 
in the President 

This was challenged. however, by 
Senators Fess and Willis of Ohio, the 
latter reading an editorial in The Post, 
that unless the commissioners had the 
appointive power the attorney would 
not be responsible to them or for their 
policy. Senators Bruce, of Maryland, 
Copeland, of New York, and Bratten of 
New Mexico, joined with the two Ohio- 
ans.

They cheer at a 
baseball game.” 

Answering criticism against women 
evangelists, Mrs. McPherson declared 
that “Woman brought sin into the 
world, and why shouldn’t she be al- 
lowed to drive it out?’ 

Many well known persons attended 
the revival meeting last night, among 
them Engineer Commissioner J. Frank- 
lin Bell, Representative Richard Yates, 
of Illinois, and Representative William 
D. Upshaw, of Georgia.

The Hindu sat in a box, and 
his long black hair and pink robes gave 
a picturesque touch to the scene. There 
was a look of undisguised admiration 
on his swarthy face as he watched Mrs. 
McPherson.

Virtually the whole day was con- 
sumed in cross and redirect examina- 
tion of Mal Daugherty, who did not 
lose his geniality under a severe re- 
examination by Buckner. His testi- 
mony was excluded as evidence against 
Thomas W. Miller, former alien prop- 
erty custodian, codefendant with Harry 
Daugherty. 

Mal’s testimony under direct and 
cross-examination was of a nature to 
show that his brother had no knowledge 
of the origin of moneys that the gov- 
ernment traced to his accounts. The 
government had shown, directly and 
indirectly, that proceeds of coupons on 
$100,000 of liberty bonds, five $10,000 
liberty bonds and $22,163, being pro- 
ceeds of two 810,00 and four $1,000 
liberty bonds, eventually arrived at the 
Midland National bank.

records to convince the jury that Harry 
Daugherty actually received the. bonds 
or proceeds thereof. 

Mal Daugherty’s testimony was of a 
nature intended to exculpate his broth- 
er. He said that Harry had never known 
that the bonds were “Merton-to-King 
bonds, that Harry did not know Jess 
Smith had given bonds in payment of 
the deficit, until long after the payment 
was made, and that Harry Daugherty 
at no time knew his “man Friday” had 
given proceeds of the sale of coupons 
on the $100,000 block of the bonds as 
payment on a promissory note. In fact, 
Mal said, Harry seldom knew anything 
about actual transactions, depending 
upon him for reports of such matters. 

When the government rested, court 
was adjourned until 2 o’clock tomorrow 
to give defense counsel time to make 
motions.

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SOFT GOAL WAGE 
POSALS HANDED 
10 SUBCOMMITTEE 


| Miners Ask 2-Year Contract 


on Principle That Cuts 
Can Not Solve Issues. 


COMMISSION IS SOUGHT 
BY OPERATORS’ CHIEF 


Charges of Political Domina- 
tion Are Raised in Debate 
Over Plans. 


Miami, Fla., Feb. 16 (By A. P.).—A 


subcommittee of the joint conference 
of miners and operators of the union- 
ized central competitive bituminous 
field tonight held in its hands the task 
of ironing out differences between con- 
flicting proposals for a new wage 
agreement. 

Following a spirited meeting today 
in which both sides vigorously de- 
fended their’ wage settlement  pro- 
posals, the joint conference, without 
taking a vote on either plan, gave the 
matter to the subcommittee with in- 
structions to conduct further hearings 
and bring baek to the conference a 
unified proposal. The subcommittee 
will begin closed sessions tomorrow. 

Offered today by President John L. 
Lewis, of the United Mine Workers of 
America, the miners’ proposal asked 
the conference to draft a new wage 
contract for a two-year period based 
on the principle that wage reductions 
were inadequate to solve the problems 
of the industry. Existing ills would 
be brought before the joint conference 
which would continue in operation for 
the duration of the agreement. 


Operators Urge Mediators. 


The operators’ proposal, presented by 
W. H. Haskins, Ohio operator, seeKs a 
continuous wage agreement on a com- 
petitive basis with the nonunion soft 
coal industry of West Virginia and 
Kentucky. Control of the continuous 
negotiations will be placed in the hands 
of a commission. The commission will 
be composed of four operators, four 
miners and three mediators, the latter 
to be appointed by the Chief Justice 
of the United States, in event a dis- 
agreement arose over their selection. 

Both sides repeated assertions that 
their proposals had not been drawn in 
an arbitrary or selfish spirit, but the 
idea of finding a common ground upon 
which to stabilize the bituminous in- 
dustry. 

Charges of political domination of 
settlements within the industry were 
heard during the session. Phil H. 
Penna, Terra Haute, Ind., operator, 
said collective bargaining in the coal 
industry had been a sham since 1915, 
and that politicians had dictated its 
course. This brought the question from 
President Lewis whether the commis- 
sion asked by the operators would not 
leave the industry in the hands of poli- 
ticians. Mr. Penna replied that he would 
not consider politicians eligible to the 
commission. 

The operators’ proposition to submit 
differences for final arbitration to the 
three mediators drew fire from the 
miners. It was charged that the prac- 
tice would lead to “domination of the 
coal industry by politicians and an in- 
evitable return to the dismal living 
conditions of unorganized meners.” 

Chief Justice Taft was mentioned by 
Thomas Kennedy, international secre- 
tary of the United Mine Workers, as a 
politician who would select politicians 
to serve as mediators. 

Mr. Haskins retorted that if men 
like Chief Justice Taft were politicians, 
then the operators preferred to leave 
their decisions .to these politicians 
rather than to those of the miners’ 
organization.

Chicago, Feb. 16.—Next Monday 
the school children of East Chicago, 
Ind., will vote on a new name for 
the city. The election was to have 
been held tomorrow, but delay in 
printing the ballots made it neces- 
sary to postpone the vote until Mon- 
day. The names to be submitted 
are Lake City, Calumet Harbor, In- 
diana City and Tod.

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SHIPSTEAD AS NATION BUILDER. 


It was in 1821 that Central America cut 

‘ loose from the yoke of Spain. For the paat 
: 106 years there have existed in that territory 
, bounded on the north by Mexico and on the 
‘ pouth by Panaina, five free, separate and in- 

_ dependent republics. It was not long after 
' the Caesarean operation which brought about 
the birth of Guatemala, Honduras, Salvador, 
Nicaragua and Costa Rica, that the quarrel- 
pome youngeters began to talk about organ- 
_jzing themselves into a union, or confedera- 

tion. They actually got together in a hagpy 
family, and for a year or two the world was 
laboring under the delusion that there was 
aich a country an the “United States of Cen- 
‘tral America.’ But the unton did not last 
jong; by 1890 there was not a vestige of con 
federation left. About twelve years later an: 
other attempt was tnaugurated to unite the 
republics into a “union one and tndissoluble.”’ 

The attempt proved abortive, as they were un- 

able to decide among themselves which of 
their statesmen should boss the job of running 
the combination. 

Then for about 50 vears, or until 1894, the 
juvenile republics enjoyed themselves’ in 
separate households, attracting little attention 
from the outside world except when they 
staged a revolution, which, by the way, was 
often enough to keep the various ‘‘armies’’ in 
condition. In 1894 there was actually formed 
aunion. For a short time the United States 
belleved thai it had a healthy republic on- the 
edge of the Caribbean sea as a neighbor. But 
like its several predecessors this unlon expired 
of an attack of infantile political paralysis. 

Once more, ‘in 1921. seven years ago, on the 
anniversary of the departure of the representa- 
tives of the Spanish crown from the soil, 

another “United States of Central America” 
appeared in the political offing. Like all its 
predecessors, this latest creation of a nation 
was not properly designed. It fell apart and 
is still in five pieces, ‘separate and distinct 
from each other. 

However, it must be noted that all these 
attempts at creating a strong nation out of 
less than half a dozen weak republics have 
been made by those republics themselves. No 
architect from abroad has ever been called 
upon to help the struggling people, nor has a 
Kreat nation builder like Mussolini, Lord Clive, 
Bolivar, Napoleon or Washington ever offered 
ald and encouragement. 

But a new day has dawned for these unfor- 

tunate peoples. A state builder with superla- 
tive qualifications has appeared, ready and 
willing to furnish the cement which will unite 
the five distracted republics in bonds that will 
be proof against time and fate. He is Henrik 
Shipstead. our own Henrik. His resolution 
was introduced last Tuesday. It authorizes 
the President to invite the five republics to 
send plenipotentiaries to Washington “to a 
conference to consider plans for a confedera- 
jion of Central America.”’ 
- No one knows what these “plans’’ are, but 
they will be unfolded in due time by their only 
begetter. All that the envoys will have to do 
is to sign on the dotted line. 

It is fortunate that the Senate contains 
such a rich variety of genius. The statesmen 
there assembled find that the problems of the 
United States afford too narrow scope for their 
constructive talents. The whole boundless 
universe is not too large for their operations. 
Senator Shipstead deems it only the idle occu- 
pation of a summer's day to compose the dif- 
ferences of Central America, One of these 
days, when he feels really energetic, he may 
settle the Chinese squabble. or lay out a plan 
for perpetual abolition of war.

THE DISARMAMENT QUESTION. 


France declines to negotiate with the United 

States, Great Britain, Japan and Italy for the 
further limitation of naval armaments. The 
reasons given by Minister Briand for declining 
President Coolidge’s proposal will doubtless be 
regarded in France as both clever and convinc- 
ing, but they do not state the whole case, If 
M. Briand had bluntly stated that France's 
sea strength was below the point of national 
safety and that she proposed to increase naval 
armament up to the safety point, his reply 
would have had a better effect in the United 
States. 

M. Briand is unquestionably in earnest when 
he insists that the disarmament question should 
be dealt with by the league of nations, and in 
its totality, rather than by groups of nations 
considering separate elements of national de- 
fense. France and her allies dominate the 
league of nations on the negative side; that is, 
the league can do nothing without their con- 
sent. If disarmament as a whole can be kept 
within the jurisdiction of the league, France 
can always exercise a veto over any proposal, 
whether it touches armies, navies or air forces. 

The sage foreign minister of France must 
have smiled to himself when he penned the 
observation that the league of nations ts 
founded upon the principle of the equality of 
nations, thus making It necessary to consider 
the interests of all the navies In dealing with 
minor veasela. No one knows better than M. 
Briand that the league of nationa recognizes 
two classea of nations, one class conslating of 
heavily armed great. powers and the other 
minor countries with amall armien and lens 
navies. The great powers direct the league 
and take paina to prevent any recognition of 
the princir'e of equality, Small nations are 
not permitted to fight, as witness Greece, Bul 
maria, Lithuania, et al,, but great powers mem. 
bers of the inner ting of the league can do an 
they please, as witness Hritain in China, 
France in Syria and Moroeco, and Italy at 
Corfu : 

But M. Briand may not have felt at liberty 
to declare that France Intends to bulld more 

submarines to offset Britain's cruiser building. 
in order to make sure that French communi- 
cations with Morocco and Algeria should never 
“be cut off. French relations with Italy, more. 
over, are not such as to make it judicious to 
disclose France's naval program Therefore 
M. Briand seized upon the explanation that 
Mr. Coolidge’s proposal would seriously inter- 
fere with the exertions of the league of nations 
and would disregard the principle of the equal- 
itv of nations upon which the league is. based. 

Inasmuch as the majority of Americans 
know that the league denies the equality of 
nations and is now engaged in a humbug con- 
ference pretending to seek for disarmament. 
while actually blocking it, no harm is done by 
M. Briand’s substitution of a specious for the 
real reason for France's refusal to enter a 


conference that might compel the nations to 
show their hands. Americans know that

France must have greater navd! strength or 
live in insecurity. The Mediterranean jis no 
longer the Mare Nostrum of either France or 
Italy. 

Italy's reply to Mr. Coolidge’s proposal)! will 
have the same meaning as M. Briand's note. 
whatever the superficial excuse may be for 
declining to enter the conference. Italy must 
increase her naval strength if she is to be 
safely independent. Neither France nor Italy 
can build battleships to advantage, but they 
can defend themselves with submarittes and 
air forces. They have a right to develop 
either form of defense to the extent required 
by the national interest and safety. Italy has 
the same veto power in the league of nations 
that is possessed by France, Therefore, so 
long as the league of nations alone is in charge 
of disarmament inquiries, both nations are 
safe, for there will be no limitation of arma- 
ments. 

Will Great Britain and Japan join the 
United States in a tripartite conference: for 
limitation of minor ships? There is no hope 
of accomplishing anything by such a confer 
ence, in view of the attitude of Italy an‘ 
France. Britain will not agree to a limitation 
upon cruisers while France and:Italy are free 
from any limitation upen submarines. § Japan 
has already declared that her naval strength ts 
not greater than her defense necessities. 

Despite the apparent futility of Mr. 
idge'’s proposal,:.it is of value iv two particu- 
lars. First, it advertises the fact that the 
United States is in earnest when it proposes 
limitation of armaments; and sechnd, it helps 
to bring out the actual situation in Europe. 
Rightly interpreted, the French |and Italian 
replies disclose that the league of nations is 
being used, not for disarmament but to pre- 
vent disarmament, and that France and Italy 
intend to increase their naval strength in the 
Mediterranean. They are in duty bound to 
do so, and it is none of America’s business. 

The United States will have delegates to the 
fake conference at Geneva, beginning on March 
21. and there is no reason for assuming that 
this government will be kept in ignorance as 
to the true situation in Europe.

MOTOR CAR EXPANSION, 


In 1926 the General 
produced and sold at retail nearly 
cars, exceeding the previous year's record by 
388,000, Sales, excluding all intercompany 
items, reached the astonishing total of more 
than $1,050,000.000. The statistics unques- 
tionably 


prevalent for some months. 

Almost coincident with the publication of 
the General Motors statement, a former sales 
manager for the Ford Motor Co., testifying in 
the Ford stock tax hearing, made the state- 
ment that there never will be a saturation 
point for automobiles, and that the market is 
just beginning to open up. He foresees more 
than 30.000.000 machines in operation in the 
United States by 1935, one for each family, 
together with an intensive development of 
the European, “Asiatic and South American 
fields. The litthe manufacturers will consoli- 
date rather than be eliminated by expansion, 
and it is safe to predict that in the next five 
years the automobile business will expand 
more than it has over the last five years. , 

In view of past experience such consolida- 
tion and expansion would not be a bad thing 
for the public. The large motor corporation 
can make a good motor car and sell it at a 
small profit. Against this, however, stands 
the fact that the American public ‘likes dis- 
tinctiveness, dificuit to obtain in large scale 
production which turns out cars as alike as 
two peas in a pod. The desire for an auto- 
mobile different from the one owned by one's 


neighbor has been of advantage to the small 


manufacturer. By capitalizing it, he has been 
able in some cases to sell a product inferior 
to that made by the large corporation. 

The spirit of optimism has returned to the 
automobile manufacturer. He is producing a 


more beautiful, a finer and a less expensive 


product, which the American public is pur- 
chasing in large quantities. 
has discovered virgin sales territories abroad, 
ready for the magic touch of exploitation.

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WASHINGTON OPER 
PATRONS THRILLED 
BY "NASKED BALL 


Rosa Raisa Scores as Prima 
Donna in Chicago Com- 
pany Presentation. 


MARSHALL WINS PRAISE 
OF BRILLIANT AUDIENCE 


Ensemble Work of Large 
‘Chorus Proves Distinct 
Part of Success. 


Verdi's “The Masked Ball” was the 
opera sung by the Chicago Civic Opera 
company last night at Poli’s theater as 
the opening of its two days of per- 
formances in the National Capital this 
season. A brilliant audience, headed by 
Vice President Dawes, who is one of the 
directors of the Chicago Civic Opera 
company, heard Rosa Raisa sing her 
way to another notch of operatic fame 
as the prima donna of an opera hailed 
as one of the masterpieces of the great 


Italian composer, although seldom 
heard in this city. 

There are more than 200 persons in 
the list of principals and ensemble 
with the Chicago Civic Opera company 
this year, and last night’s performance 
was staged with the utmost lavishness 
of detail and scenic effect. The com- 
pany came here directly from Balti- 
more, where it sang Tuesday night. It 
completed last Saturday night a record 
run in Boston of two weeks, which 
drew $236,000 into the box office, a 
high mark for opera receipts in that 
city. The company is on its annual 
tour and will be heard in several Amer- 
ican cities before returning to Chicago. 
Included in its list of patrons for the 
Washington performances were many 
social and official notables as well as 
prominent music lovers of the Capital. 
The Chicago Civic Opera company-~was 
presented under the local management 
of Mrs. Wilson-Greene. 

“The Masked Ball” was sung in Ital- 
ian throughout and the competent or- 
chestra was under the masterly leader- 
ship of Giorgia Polacco, a conductor 
well and favorably known in this city 
through other performances of the Chi- 
cago aggregation, which he has led here 
in other seasons. 


| 


Location Change Forced. 


Because of Italian censorship Verdi 
was obliged to change the location of 
his opera after it was writtend and he 
fitted the scenes into Boston during 
colonial days in that ancient common- 
wealth. However American the out- 
ward appearance of the opera may be, 
it is -typically Italian in type and 
abounds in ardent lovemaking and 
swt tragedy, and displays the mer- 
curlal temperament of that passionate 
people. 

The theme relates the love of Rich- 
ard, Count of Warwick, and colonial 
governor of Boston, for Amelia, wife of 
his secretary, Reinhart. As might be 
imagined this situation finally leads to 
the assissination of Gov. Warwick by 
Reinhart at a great masked ball to 
which the elite of the city had been 
bidden. 

The opera first was produced in 
Rome in 1859, and had its New York 
premier in 1861. Caruso sang in one 
of its Metropolitan opera house revivals 
with a notable cast, including Destinn, 
Frieda Hempel and Amato, in 1913. 

The dramatic as well as the vocal 
powers of Rosa Raisa were taxed greatly 
in her role of Amelia last night. The 
prima donna met each test with assur- 
ance and she gave a gripping, passion- 
ate interpretation of the hapless 
colonial lady swayed by conflicting 
storms of emotion. She acted with 
magnificent abandon-and her singing 
was full of warmth, of emotion and the 
glow of @mnrestrained feeling. 


Voices Matches Role. 


Her opulent voice and her histrionic 
abilities matched the role exceedingly 
well and in her duet and quartet and 
trio work her gift of modulation and 
expression were most apparent. She 
exhibited tones of velvetlike richness, 
now soft and tender, then again rising 
to matchless power. The single word 
that best describes her voice is 
“heroic,’”” and her vocalism, her trills, 
cadenzas and the colorature in general 
was of a rare quality. 

The well controlled voice of Charles 
Marshall, cast as Riccardo, Count of 
Warwick, developed an artistic rather 
than the gusto effect so common a de- 
fect of operatic tenors. He won instant 
applause early in the first scene when 
he sang with telling beauty the roman- 
za “La Rivedra Nell Estasi,” one of the 
lovely moments of the opera with its 
“O dolce notte” measures an added de- 
light. Since last heard here Mr. Mar- 
shall’s art has broadened and improved 
and he gave a really creditable per- 
formance last night. The audience also 
enjoyed his rendition of the exquisite 
barcarolle “Di Tu Se Fidele,” one of 
the memorable classics of grand opera. 

Playing Madame Raisa a close second 
in effectiveness and operatic skill was 
Cyrena Van Gordon, in the part of 
Ulrica, the Gypsey. Miss Van Gordon 
has a contralto voice of mellow timbre, 
wide range and a real capacity for the 
vocal protrayal of emotion. The score 
does not give her much solo oppor- 
tunity, but she made the most of her 
part from the dramatic standpoint and 
impressed her personality upon the 
audience in a unmistakable manner.

Male Chorus Excels. 


The work of the male chorus can not 
be commended too highly. It was one of 
the best choruses of this type heard in 
Washington for many seasons, while 
the corps de ballet 4m its incidental 
dances gave a terpsichorean exhibtion 
thet was most charming and skillful. 

Three old favorites of Chicago Civic 
Opera audiences, Virgilio Lazzari, as 
Samuel; Antonio Nicolich, as Tom, and 
Lodovico Oliviero, as a judge, gave the 
finished performance of their roles one 
has come to expect from this trio of 
operatic veterans, and a singer new to 
Washington audiences, Desire Defrere, 
as Silvano, deserves more than passing 
mention, while Louis Derman, as @ 
servant of Amelia, did several very 
clever bits of character acting and sang 
acceptably. 

The ensemble work of the large 
chorus was a good example of what 
such singing should be. In the first 
place it was a distinct part of the 
success of the opera and it was easy to 
see that each singer had a definite 
place in the personnel of the company 
and was not a temporary selection. 
Their training must have been at a 
master’s hands and the general tone 
quality was excellent. Another thing 
which struck even the most casual 
observer was the ability of the ensemble 
to follow the phrasing of the conductor. 
In fact, it was a treat to hear such 
an opera chorus and the audience 
showed its pleasure again and again. 


Orchestra Wins Praise. 


And the orchestra. That too earned 
its place in the operatic sunshine of 
a successful performance. M. Polacco 
had it under definite control and it 
was induced into concrete achievement 
by the magic of the swiftly moving 
baton of the leader. From an orches- 
tral viewpoint the music of Verdi's 
“The Masked Ball,” like all that com- 
poser’s scores, is intricate and takes a 
master musician to rightfully interpret 
it. There appeared to be no stumbling 
blocks for the orchestra last night, 
however, and the leader was obliged to 
respond to several ovations when he 
took his. place on the leader’s stand 
before several of the acts. 

The mountings and costuming of 
the opera were handsome in the ex- 
treme and the opera-moved with swift- 
ness and without any unnecessary halts, 
due in part, of course, to the fact the 
company carries its own mechanical 
force as well as singers and musicians 
with it when on tour. 

Chicago is to be congratulated on the 
fine production of its civic opera com- 
pany, and Washington should be grate- 
ful that it was included on its annual 
tour this year. 

Today the matinee performance will 
be “The Resurrection,” ~ with Mary 
Garden in the stellar role. There will 
be no other performance of the opera 
company in the city at this time.

Germany in Economic 
Straits, Koehler Says 


Berlin, Feb. 16 (By A. P.).—Finance | 
minister, Dr. Heinrich Koehler, presont- | 
ing a total budget of 2,500,000,000 marks 
in the reichstag today, said the general 
economic situation in Germany was 
extremely serious. Although indicating 
that the recent 500,000,000 mark intere 
nal loan will be used to extend credits 
to industry, Dr. Koehler warned against | 
a continuation of the government’s 
policy of subvention whereby numerous 
agricultural; religious and industrial 
indertakings have been aided fromthe 
public treasury. 

He defended the general army budget 
of 697,000,000 marks as “unavoidably 
large.”” Of the total budget, 350,000,- 
000 marks are for reparations. 

“I see no possibility at present that 
Germany will be able to raise the 
reparation load contemplated by 1929, 
despite the best intentions,” he said, 
deploring tht effect of the heavy war 
reparation burden on Germanys eco- 
nomic situation.”

HOW LONG TO ISOLATE FOR SCAR- | 
LET FEVER. 


S. K. writes: If this is in order, 
I would appreciate your writing 
* an article on scarlet fever, stating 
the length of time for quarantine, also 
on fumigation after quarantine is 
broken. | 
I am asking this because we have) 
been having a small scarlet fever epi- 
demic in our city, and personally, I do 
not feel.that the quarantines have 
been for a proper length of time, vary- 
ing from two to three weeks. 


REPLY. 


A quarantine of two to three weeks) 
is too short. We all feel that a five 
weeks’. quarantine or isolation period 
in scarlet fever is too long in most 
cases. 

Simce scarlet fever is becoming so 
mild, and since proper cases treated by 
it is! 
very difficult, if not impossible, to en- | 
force a long isolation. | 

But we have no scientific basis for 
shortening it. A recent report shows 
that the streptococcus which causes) 
scarlet fever remains in the throat for 
a while after the disease has let up. | 
Almost every case of scarlet fever be- 
comes a convalescent carrier, and so re- | 
mains for a short while, regardless of 
whether or not antitoxin has been giv- | 
en. Another recent report shows that | 
nearly every case is still a convalescent 
carrier at the end of three weeks after 
the onset of symptoms. Since some 
cases treated by antitoxin appear to 
be well at the end of a week, this 
means that the ex-patient is still a 
source of danger two weeks after his 
recovery from the disease. Here then 
is some scientific testimony that three 
weeks’ quarantine is too short in scar- 
let fever. But so far as I know there 
is none which shows what is too long, 
or what is about right. 

Experience shows that there are some 
cases that are still infective more than 
five weeks after the onset of the dis- 
ease. Most of these are cases tn which 
there is continuing tonsilitis, enlarged 
glands, or suppurating ears. es 

We need some easily applied test | 
under which we could turn some cases 
loose in two weeks, some in three and 
some in four and five, while some 
would be held for six or more weeks. 
Meanwhile there is nothing to do but 
to obey the law. The law always re- 
quires more than three weeks. Those 
in charge are anxious to change the 
law so as to make it lighter on the

PROPOSAL TO LEAVE

Proctor in on Plot to Foresake 
Wounded Mate, Wit- 
ness Says. 


John Fall McCabe was accused of 
shooting Patrolman Leo W. K. Busch 


by Nicholas Lee Eagles, who occupied 
the witness chair in criminal court No. 
2 late yesterday and detailed his ver- 
sion of the Grant circle gun bDattle 
last September 26. Wounded in the 
fray, Busch died two days later, and 
for his death, Eagles, McCabe, Samuel 
Mareno and John Cline Proctor are on 
trial for their lives. 

“He grabbed Sammy Mareno anda 
stuck his hand under his arm (Sammy's 
arm), and fired. Busch fell.” With these 
words Eagles hurled the accusation and 
stepped from the stand. Standing in 
front of the jury box he executed the 
motion described as used by McCabe. 
Then he fell face downward on the 
floor and, rolling about, executed the 
manner in which he said Busch reach- 
His performance was 
reminiscent of an actor “dying” in an 
old-fashioned melodrama and provoked 
more than one of the jurors to smile. 

Eagles consumed 40 minutes in rela- 
‘tion of the occurences on the morning 
of the battle.

Five Days In Defense. 


The defense of Mareno, which con- 
sumed five days, was brought to a close 
at 2:30 o'clock, and Irving Wall, attor- 
ney for Eagles, outlined the defense of 
his client to the jury. Wall declared 
the defense would attempt to show that 
Fagles was unarmed at the time of the 
shooting and went along with the other 
three to hijack twenty cases of red 
liquor.”” Mareno, he said, would be 
identified as the “man in the rain- 
coat,” who was described by Policeman 
Frank L. Ach, star government witness, 
as the one who shouted “stick ’em up” 
and fired the first shot in the battle. 
Eagles then was instructed to take the 
stand and almost ran from his seat to 
the witness chair. 

Eagles said he was a rug maker and 
came here from Newark, N. J., three 
weeks before the gun battle. He was 
lutroduced to Proctor, whom, he said, 
was his brother-in-law, soon after ar- 
riving here, and Proctor introduced 
him to Mareno. He met McCabe a few 
hours before the shooting. Proctor 
came to his home, 319 C street north- 
west, the night before the fray and 
asked to borrow a revolver. 


“I told him I didn’t have any guns, | 


that I gave him the guns a few days 
before, after filing them down for him.” 
Proctor departed and returned a few 
hours later and begged him and Eagles 
to go “hijacking,” Eagles said. Eagles’ 
wife, Mrs. “Pal’’ Eagles, objected to the 


t. 

“Pal said, ‘listen, Nick, please don’t 
go out,” and I sald, ‘Listen, Pal, it’s only 
20 cases of red, I’m going,’ so we went,” 
Eagles testified. He related of the trip 
to the Baltimore pike and of two rob- 
berles staged there. With a revolver he 
borrowed from Proctor, he: engaged in 
the holdups with McCabe and Mareno, 
he said. Returning to the city, he said, 
he returned the gun to Proctor. 


Told to Shoot Way Out. 


The meeting with Patrolman Busch 
and Ach at Georgia avenue and Upshur 
street and the walk along Upshur street 
in quest of the disabled automobile 
stolen by the quartet, then was de- 
scribed by Eagles. During the walk, 
the witness declared, Proctor ap- 
proached him and said: 

“*Nick, we've got to shoot our way 
out’, and he was offering me 2 gun 

hile he was talking. I said, ‘No, sir, 

hey got me and I'll go along with 

em,’ then we walked a little further 
and all of a sudden, like a flash, a shot 
Was fired. McCabe ran forward. He 
grabbed Sammy Mareno.” When the 
firing was at its height, Eagles said, he 
and Mareno ran down Fifth street, 
through an alley and into the basement 
of the home of Mrs. Catherine Vogel. 

“McCabe and Proctor were there when 
we got there. Sammy Mareno was 
wouned in the leg and I asked them 
what we were going to do about the 
boy. McCabe and Johnny Proctor both 
said, ‘Aw, the hell with him. Let him 
die,” and I said I would stick by him. 
Then McCabe and Proctor left.” 

The witness then described the dis- 
covery and capture of himself and 
Mareno, describing in detail the strict 
attendance he gave to the Italian's 
every need during the night. He in- 
sisted McCabe was suggester of the 
Maryland robberies and that Mareno 
was the man who wore the raincoat. 
Court was adjourned before the de- 
fendant completed his tory. 

Earlier in the day Mareno revealed 
a plot between himself and Eagles to 
“frame up” McCabe and Proctor. While 
they were in the basement, the Italian 
said, Eagles told him “if<«we get locked 
up to put the blame on McCabe and 
Proctor.

TWO WOMEN ARE SOUGHT 


Suspended from the police force and 
relieved of his equipment, James War- 
ren Matthews, 32 years old, 2407 Eight- 
eenth street northwest, is being held 
at the Eighth precinct station pending 
the outcome of injuries to George Mil- 
ton Fox, 24 years old, a taxicab driver, 
of 1909 Fourteenth street northwest, 


and Francis C. Bland, 23 years old, 
1424 W street, who were shot in front 
of Matthews’ home early yesterday. 

Fox is in a critical condition in 
Emergency hospital.

CONVENTION BUREAU

Confident System Will Be 
Found Well Administered, 
He Tells Board. 


RUBBER STAMP CHARGE 
RESENTED BY GILLIGAN 


Promotion of C. C. McDuffie 
Called Injustice by the 
Rev. F. |. A. Bennett. 


Complete accord with the Senate plan 
for a survey by the bureau of efficiency 
of the whole school situation was ex- 


pressed yesterday by Frank W. Ballou, 
superintendent of schools, in a state- 
ment before the board of education, 
meeting in the Franklin school. 

The expression was followéd by a 
unanimous vote of confidence in ad- 
ministrative officials of the system and 
the manner in which local public 
schools have been managed. 

“We cordially welcome any impartial 
investigation of the organization and 
administration of ‘our schools,” Dr. 
Ballou told the members. ‘‘We are con- 
fident that such an investigation wil! 
show that while obviously there are 
possibilities of improvement, the schools 
are being administered honestly and 
efficiently and with as much financial 
economy as is consistent with the high 
quality of education we believe the 
people of the District of Columbia ex- 
pect us to provide.” 


“No Rubber Stamp,” Gilligan Says. 


Objecting to the reported allusion to 
the board of education as “a rubber 
stamp” by S. T. Cameron at a meeting 
Monday of the Piney Branch Citizens 
association, Henry Gilligan told the 
members they “should not sit supinely 
by and let people who are not rightly 
informed get away with stuff like that 
I am not a rubber stamp for anybody 
and I won't be called one.’ Gilligan 
said he already had written Cameron 
expressing his resentment. 

Dr. Ballou was on his feet immedi- 
ately. “About this rubber stamp buasi- 
ness,’” he said, “I don’t use them, and 
I don’t expect the board to. The board 
doesn’t approve matters on my say-so 
only, and I don’t want them to.” 

The superintendent declared he has 
tried to do his duty, and in the future 
would follow a similar course. . He said 
his recommendations to the board al- 
ways were the product of thorough in- 
vestigation and consideration, and as- 
serted that he would continue to pre- 
sent matters for their approval. 


“Impartial,” Says Ballou. 


To a question from Mr. Gilligan ask- 
ing if he thought the bureau of ef- 
ficiency the proper body to undertake 
the school survey, Dr. Ballou replied 
that he had no reason to believe other- 
wise. “Personally, I am impartial. I 
am entirely satisfied and believe the 
investigation will be a fact-finding 
one,’ he said. 

Mr. Gilligan interposed that here- 
after he “hoped our misinformed 
friends will find time to be quiet when 
they ought to be qulet.” 

Discussion resulted from the an- 
nouncement of the superintendent’s 
promotion of C. C. McDuffie, of Dunbar 
High school, to head of the department 
of languages of Dunbar. The Rev. 
EF. I, A. Bennett declared that an in- 
justice had been done, and McDuffie 
promoted over another teacher with 
|superior academic qualifications. He 
declared that the allegation of tem- 
peramental inconsistencies was unjus- 
tified.

Reminded by Vice President Carus! 
that the recommendation was made to 
the superintendent by Garnet C. Wil- 
kinson, assistant superintendent, divi- 
sions 10-13, Mr. Bennett said, “Would 
to God Wilkinson did make the recom- 
mendation.” He expressed the per- 
sonal belief that he didn’t. Wilkinson 
was recognized, and declared he both 
made the recommendation and would 
back it. The appointment was ap- 
proved by a vote of 3 to 2.
